Those  are  the  bare  figures,  and  here  are  a  few  facts.  Program  Costs:  This  in- 
cludes the  small  payments  for  BBC  programs,  musicians'  fees  for  studio  concerts 
and  those  remotes  for  which  we  must  pay  (e.g.,  the  Little  Symphony),  travel  and 
other  expenses  for  participants,  rental  of  a  news  ticker,  and  tape.  No  program  par- 
ticipants, other  than  union  musicians,  are  ever  paid  for  a  broadcast.  KPFA  pur- 
chases no  records;  they  are  borrowed  from  shops,  individuals,  or  the  U.C.  Library, 
or  in  rare  instances  are  donated  to  the  station. 

Payroll:  KPFA's  staff  includes  nine  full-time  members,  six  on  half-time,  and  two 
on  quarter  time.  The  salary  range,  monthly,  is  from  $285  to  $375;  in  other  words, 
from  low  white-collar  to  low  schoolteacher.  Needless  to  say,  this  is  drastically  be- 
low the  wage  standards  in  other  radio  stations,  commercial  or  not.  These  figures 
...twelve  and  a  half  full-time  positions  to  operate  a  radio  station  on  the  air  a  hun- 
dred hours  a  week. ..should  also  indicate  how  much  KPFA  depends  on  its  unpaid 
volunteers  for  announcing,  control-room  operation,  and  even  office  work.  A  recent 
informal  survey  of  several  non-profit  educational  stations  similar  to  KPFA  through- 
out the  country  showed  an  (  average  staff  of  21.6  full-time  employees  for  an  average 
87  hours  per  week  on  the  air.  (Note:  the  monthly  average  given  above  shows  a 
somewhat  higher  figure  than  is  now  the  case,  since  the  staff  has  been  reduced  by 
several  persons  since  April.) 

This  survey  also  showed  that  the  average  cost  for  all  the  stations  analyzed,  pro- 
rated   per  hour  on  the  air,   was  $42*49.,      KPFA's   cost,   currently,    is  $19.32  per   hour,

Utilities,  Depreciation,  and  Maintenance:  Three  hundred  dollars  a  month  to  PT&T 
means  a  lot  more  than  making  phone  calls.  Our  program  travel  from  Shattuck  Avenue 
to  the  transmitter  via  a  pair  of  lines,  specially  equalized  for  the  highest  audible  fidel- 
ity; we  also  maintain  permanent  lines  of  similar  quality  to  U.C.  and  to  the  Berkeley 
Little  Theater.  The  PT&T  charges  for  the  week's  rental  of  lines  for  the  Carmel  Bach 
Festival  broadcasts  was  over  $500.  Several  tubes  in  our  transmitter  cost  around  $700 
each,  and  are  expected  to  expire  at  least  once  a  year.  Our  control  room  equipment... 
console  and  tape  recorders  especially.. .undergoes  a  complete  turnover  of  major  com- 
ponents about  every  two  years.  Every  time  a  studio  pianist  plays  Bartok  the  piano 
must  be  retuned.    And  so  it  goes. 

KPFA's  average  income  from  subscriptions  and  donations  for  the  first  seven  months 
of  1957  was  $6,951  a  month.  Its  average  monthly  deficit  therefore  was  $1,445.  A 
marked  upsurge  in  subscriptions  in  1957  has  made  this  deficit  considerably  lower  than 
it  was  this  time  last  year. 

KPFA's  operation  is  financed  entirely  from  voluntary  subscriptions  and  donations. 
It  has  no  present  operating  subsidy  from  any  Foundation. 

When  large  numbers  of  KPFA's  non-subscribing  listeners  join  the  roster  of  sub- 
scribers, and  when  many  more  subscribers  wish  to  increase  their  support  by  entering 
the  contributing  and  patron  categories  —  the  station  will  be  self-supporting.
